Near  A  Town  Called  Farmville 
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A  Purple  Yearbook 
and  Free  Speech  on 
Campus

WHILE  SUMMER  LINGERED  in  most  places,  a  chilling  wind 
swept  campuses  nation-wide  m  September,  when  a  federal  appeals 
court  in  Cincinnati  ruled  that  Kentucky  State  University  was  justi- 
fied in  censoring  its  students'  yearbook. 

Most  students  and  facultv  members  haven't  even  noticed  it 
yet,  but  at  state  colleges  and  universities  from  Orono,  Me.,  to  San 
Diego,  the  decision  in  Kincaid  v.  Gibson  could  end  up  plunging  free 
expression  into  an  enduring  winter. 

The  implications  extend  tar  beyond  Kentucky  State.  The 
threat  is  to  freedom  of  expression  for  students  at  all  public  colleges 
and  universities.  The  ruling  also  poses  a  danger  for  faculty  mem- 
bers and  administrators  at  those  institutions  as  they  participate  in 
academe's  marketplace  of  ideas. 

Here's  what  happened:    In  the  fall  of  1994.  the  newly  pub- 
lished 1992-94  edition  of  the  K.S.U.  yearbook,  The  Thorohnl 
arrived  on  the  campus  of  the  historically  black  institution.  When 
the  universit)''s  then-vice-president  for  student  affairs,  Betty  Gibson, 
saw  the  edition-which  had  been  created  by  students  and  supported 
by  student  fees-she  refused  to  distribute  it  and  confiscated  all  2,000 
copies. 

Gibson's  complaints?  The  cover  was  purple  instead  of 
K.S.U's  official  green  and  gold.  The  theme  of  the  edition, 
"Destination  Unknown,"   was  vague  and  inappropriate,  according  to 
Gibson-aJthough  the  yearbook's  student  editor,  Capri  Coffer,  said  it 
reflected  the  fact  that  many  students  didn't  know  what  the  future 
held.  The  yearbook  focused  on  current  events  rather  than  on  the 
university  activities,  contained  grammatical  errors,  and  displayed 
some  photographs  that  lacked  captions. 


After  Gibson  confiscated  the  yearbooks,  two  students  filed 
suit  against  Gibson  and  other  members  of  the  administration,  alleg- 
ing that  K.S.U.  had  violated  their  First  Amendment  rights,  not  only 
by  confiscating  the  yearbooks  but  by  attempting  to  control  the  con- 
tent of  the  student  newspaper,  as  well,  through  other  actions.    For 
example,  the  institution  required  that  the  newspaper  be  reviewed  by 
a  K.S.U.  publications  board  of  students  and  administrators  before 
going  to  print-a  policy  that  strays  dangerously  close  to  prior 
restraint. 

Confiscation  of  the  yearbook  is,  indeed,  only  part  of  the 
free-speech  issue  at  K.S.U.  Laura  Cullen,  the  newspaper's  adviser-or 
"coordinator  of  student  publications  "-claimed  that  she  had  been 
reprimanded  and  transferred  to  another  job  because  she  had  sup- 
ported the  students'  First  Amendment  rights.   Although  she  was 
later  reinstated,  she  was  given  specific  instructions  to  direct  the  stu- 
dents to  publish  more  positive  news  about  the  university',  according 
to  court  records.    She  subsequently  resigned  and  also  sued  K.S.U. 
on  First  Amendment  grounds.  The  court  dismissed  her  case,  ruling 
that  it  was  moot  because  she  voluntarily  resigned  from  K.S.U. 

A  federal  judge  in  Kentucky,  Joseph  M.  Hood,  ruled 
against  the  students  m  1997,  saying  that  Kentucky  State  "was  enti- 
tled to  exercise  reasonable  control  over  the  yearbook  "  because  it  was 
not  a  "public  forum  "  protected  by  First  Amendment  Rights.   In 
response,  the  students  took  their  case  to  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  Sixth  Circuit.   In  September,  a  three-judge  Sixth  Circuit 
panel  affirmed  the  lower  court's  ruling. 

So  now,  the  students-with  some  30  friends-of-the-court 
from  journalism  schools,  media  organizations,  and  professors-have 
asked  the  entire  Sixth  Circuit  to  rehear  the  case,  with  perhaps  all  22 
Sixth  Circuit  judges  participating. 

What  started  as  a  gripe  from  the  administration  over  the 
quality  of  student  work  has  now  become  a  national  debate  among 
legal  scholars,  educators,  and  journalists'  organizations,  who  fear 
threats  to  free  expression  at  public  colleges  and  universities. 

To  be  specific,  Judge  Hood  cited  an  already  controversial 
ruling  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  that  permits  high  schools  to  cen- 
sor student  newspapers  (^Hazelwood  School  District  v.  Kuhlmeier,  1988). 
The  Sixth  Circuit's  decision  extends  Hazelwood  to  institutions  of 
higher  education.  To  say  that  high-school  kids  should  be  muzzled 
IS  bad  enough;  to  say  that  college-age  students  do  not  enjoy  the 
same  constitutional  protections  as  other  American  citizens  is  a 
dizzying  leap.    After  all,  many  college  students  are  legal  adults. 
They  can  marry,  vote,  and  even  be  jailed  for  committing  felonies. 
Under  the  Constitution,  they  are  also  permitted  to  think  and  speak 
for  themselves. 

Mark  Goodman,  the  executive  director  of  the  Student  Press 
Law  Center,  calls  the  Kincaid  decision  "an  almost  180-degree  turn 
form  the  strong  First  Amendment  protections  that  have  traditional- 
ly been  afforded  public-college  student  media."   If  the  ruling  pre- 
vails, Goodman  says,  the  decision  "will  gut  student  journalism  pro- 
grams at  some  colleges  and  universities." 

Even  more  is  at  stake,  however,  if  the  Kincaid  v.  Gibson  ruling 
stands.  The  ultimate  destination  of  the  case  will  probably  be  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court,  where  the  fundamental  question  to  be 
resolved  is  whether  university'  administrators  can  curb  free  expres- 
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sion  ar  their  institutions  simply  because  they  don't  like  the  message 
or  the  messenger-or  because  they  think  the  vehicle  that  communi- 
cates the  message  is,  as  the  appeals  court  wrote,  of  "poor  qualirv'." 
Although  Kincdid  is  about  a  student  yearbook,  the  legal  and  philo- 
sophical questions  extend  to  many  kinds  of  expression  bv  students 
and,  perhaps,  by  faculty  members  and  even  administrators. 

The  Sixth  Circuit  thinks  institutional  oversight  of  such 
matters  is  okay:  "It  is  no  doubt  reasonable  that  K..S.U.  should  seek 
to  maintain  its  image  to  potential  students,  alumni,  and  the  general 
public, "  the  judges  said.  "In  light  of  the  indisputably  poor  quality 
of  the  yearbook,  it  is  also  reasonable  that  K.S.U.  might  cut  its  loss- 
es by  refusmg  to  distribute  a  universit)'  publication  that  might  tar- 
nish, rather  than  enhance,  that  image." 

So  the  bottom-line  issue,  as  seems  to  be  the  case  so  often 
in  the  land  of  higher  education  these  days,  is  about  marketing, 
about  public  relations,  about  the  image  a  college  or  university'  pre- 
sents to  potential  donors  and  supporters. 

But  the  rationale  overlooks  two  central  questions:  The 
first  is,  what  constitutes  free  expression  in  a  college  or  university' 
environment-Ior  whom  and  under  what  circumstances?  The  second 
is  even  more  basic:  What  are  colleges  and  universities  all  about? 

Although  the  Kincaid  decision  focuses  on  a  student  year- 
book and  not  on  other  forms  of  free  expression  on  campuses,  the 
court-by  allowing  the  K.S.U.  administrators  to  determine  what  is 
acceptable  speech-threatens  the  open  nature  of  the  marketplace  of 
ideas  that  is  fundamental  to  higher  education. 


AS  THE  MARKETING  of  our  institutions  becomes 
increasingly  important,  we  all  should  worry  about  the  vigor  of 
First  Amendment  guarantees  of  free  thought  and  expression  on 
our  campuses.  WiU  administrators  begin  to  censor  all  kinds  of 
messages,  publications,  presentations,  events,  and  performances  that 
they  think  somehow  carry  the  institution's  imprimatur-but  that 
they  think  may  reflect  badly  on  it? 

And  who  should  determine  what  is  "poor  qualit)'"-and 
how?   People  often  say  about  obscenity  that  they  can't  define  it,  but 
they  know  it  when  they  see  it.  WiU  that  be  the  legal  standard  as 
colleges  undertake  to  define  "quality  "  student  expression? 

Of  course,  there  should  be  oversight  and  guidance  of  stu- 
dents who  want  to  express  themselves;  as  always,  colleges  and  uni- 


versities should  focus  on  the  teaching  and  learning  that  such  activi- 
ties afford.    Of  course,  colleges  have  the  right,  and  even  the  obliga- 
tion, to  appoint  advisers  to  counsel  student  journalists  and  look 
out  for  problems.    But  should  those  advisers  function  as  thought 
police?   Absolutely  not. 

The  second  central  question  concerns  the  fundamental 
purpose  of  higher  education.  We  exhort  students  to  try  out  new 
ideas  and  to  learn  how  to  find  the  ones  that  work.  We  give  them 
an  environment  where  it  is  not  only  safe  for  them  to  think  for 
themselves  and  to  make  mistakes,  but  where  "question  authority"  is 
more  than  just  a  slogan  from  the  I960's  and  70's. 

All  of  us  who  teach  college  students  must  admit  that  we 
cringe  occasionally  at  the  unevenness  and  excesses  of  student  jour- 
nalism at  our  institutions-to  say  nothing  of  students'  expressions  of 
passion  in  other  forums.    But  as  we  cringe,  we  should  remember 
our  own  youthful  enthusiasms,  and  how  we  learned  from  them. 

The  debate  is  painful  for  professors,  because  the  Sixth 
Circuit  ruling  in  Kincaid  v.  Cihson  undercuts  what  most  of  us  think 
our  lives  are  all  about.   As  Voltaire  said,  "1  disapprove  of  what  you 
say,  but  I  will  defend  to  the  death  your  right  to  say   it."  The 
actions  of  Kentucky  State  and  the  Sixth  Circuit  court  reflect  the 
kind  of  thinking  that  brought  us  book  burnings.   Such  thinking 
flies  in  the  face  of  both  constitutional  principles  and-speaking  for 
myself-the  reason  why  I  got  into  teaching  in  the  first  place. 

As  faculty  members,  we  naturally  want  the  public  to  see 
our  colleges  and  universities  in  the  best  possible  light.    But  the 
threat  of  administrators  censoring  publications,  speeches,  presenta- 
tions, theater  performances,  art  shows,  or  even  classroom  lectures 
smacks  of  a  Big  Brother  who  has  abandoned  intellectual  integrit)' 
as  is  driven  by  the  interests  of  marketing  and  institutional  P.R. 

We  should  each  think  about  whether  what  happened  in 
Kincaid  v.  Gibson  could  happen  on  our  own  campuses.    I  hope  that 
most  of  us  will  conclude  that  Kincaid  is  not  about  a  purple  year- 
book.   It  is  about  protecting  both  our  constitutional  right  to  unfet- 
tered free  expression  and  the  fundamental  character  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

Colleges  and  universities  are  not  simply  products  that 
should  be  edited,  polished,  and  marketed.  They  are  still-at  least  for 
now-places  where  all  people  can  think  and  say  what  they  want, 
where  they  may  make  mistakes-and  can  learn  from  the  experience.

Interview 


Billy  Cuicci 


A   resident  Samuel  V  Wilson  assumed  the 

helm  of  H-SC's  ship  in  1992,  at  a  time 
when  the  College  desperately  needed  guid- 
ance and  prudent  leadership.   Over  the  past 
eight  years,  the  College's  endowment  has 
risen  dramatically,  stability  has  been  main- 
tained within  the  administration,  and, 
through  it  all,  President  Wilson  has  been  an 
ubiquitous  beacon  of  optimism  and  wisdom 
on  campus.  This  summer,  he  steps  down  as 
President  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  Dr. 
William  Bortz  will  assume  the  presidency. 
On  Monday,  April  25,  President  Wilson 
was  willing  to  reflect  with  me  on  his  life- 
long relationship  with  the  College,  and 
share  some  of  his  predictions  regarding 
alcohol  policy,  co-education,  and  even  our 
country's  national  defense.    President 
Wilson's  interview  is  a  testament  to  his 
vision  and  to  his  devotion  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 


Kaleidoscope:     Of  all  the  far-flung  and 
exciting  and  important  things  that  you've 
done  over  the  course  of  your  lifetime,  how 
.'  M-s  l^eing  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 


College  compare? 

President  Wilson:  It's  in  first  place.    And  I 
gain  nothing  from  anybody  by  saying  that. 
But  it  IS  in  first  place.    I'm  seventy-seven 
years  old,  or  shortly  will  be,  and  I  have  been 
fortunate  to  travel  everywhere,  literally 
ever\'where,  and  do  a  wide  variety  of  things 
both  in  uniform  and  out  of  uniform,  with 
professional  intelligence  services  and  with 
the  foreign  service,  as  well  as  in  the  Army 
and  Special  Operations,  Rangers,  Special 
Forces,  and  so  on.    I  have  done  a  lot  of 
work  in  economic  development,  I  have  done 
a  lot  of  work  in  diplomacy,  negotiations, 
I've  studied  a  number  of  languages,  I've  been 
a  spy,  I've  run  spies,  I've  managed  people 
who  ran  spies,  and  so  on.   And  the  funny 
thing  about  it  is,  I  can  draw  you  a  little  dia- 
gram and  show  how  all  of  this  myriad  of 
activities  have  come  together  on  this  little 
round  table  here  on  this  big  red  chair  [refer- 
ring to  his  office].    It  really  does. 
Kaleidoscope:    I  guess  that's  appropriate  for 
a  Presbyterian. 

Wilson:   I  think  so.  There  is  something 
sort  of  predestined  about  it.  There  was  a 
hand  on  my  shoulder  telling  me  "Go  this 
way"  and  "Go  that  way,"  without  me  really 
knowing. 

Kaleidoscope:  When  you  started  eight  years 
ago,  did  you  find  a  disparity  between  what 
you  had  expected,  coming  into  the  job,  and 
what  you  found  once  you  got  here? 
Wilson:  Well,  as  you  know,  I  had  been 
teaching  on  a  part-time  basis,  as  an  adjunct 
professor  of  political  science  for  ten  years, 
when  I  assumed  this  job.   So  I  had  a  reason- 
.ible  feel,  not  in  depth  and  detail,  but  a  rea- 
sonable feel  for  the  atmospherics  and  some 
of  the  dynamics  of  the  place.   And  I  knew 
that  things  were  shaky.   Anytime  you  get 
four  presidents,  I  being  the  fourth,  in  the 
space  of  four  years,  you  know  that  some- 
thing is  awry.    And  things  were  awry.  The 
place  had  fragmented,  morale  was  low,  peo- 
ple were  competing  rather  than  cooperating 
with  each  other,  there  was  friction;  at  the 
same  time,  everyone  wanted  good  for  the 
College.    So  there  was  a  little  bit  of  an  atti- 
tude of  desperation  in  the  air.  The  College 
was  in  trouble;  there's  just  no  question 
about  it.    Endowment  was  critically  low,  at 
38  million  dollars. 

Kaleidoscope:    Had  it  dropped,  or  had  it 
just  not  kept  up? 

Wilson:    It  just  hadn't  kept  up.    I  came  in 
here,  and  found  that  there  were  three  people 


in  here,  each  of  whom  thought  that  they 
were  my  special  assistant.   I  had  to  straight- 
en that  out,  beginning  right  here  in  this  lit-     S 
tie  office.   And  they  weren't  speaking  to 
each  other.    So  while  I  knew  that  the 
College  was  in  some  difficulty,  I  didn't  know 
the  extent  to  which  it  was  in  difficult)'.   I 
guess  the  thing  which  distressed  me  more 
than  anything  else  was  what  I  found  when  I 
walked  through  fraternity  circle,  at  the  end 
of  July  1992.   All  I  can  say  is:  combat  in 
cities.  The  detritus  from  urban  warfare. 
Windows  broken.    Doors  ripped  off  their 
hinges.   Furniture  disemboweled  and  scat- 
tered around  the  yards.    Banisters  broken. 
Mantles  ripped  off  the  wall.    Filth  every- 
where.  Pornographic  slogans  on  the  walls, 
especially  on  the  walls  of  the  basement. 
And  in  one  basement,  there  were  blobs  of 
human  feces.  When  you  walked  through 
fraternity  circle  and  through  each  house  and 
came  out  the  other  end,  you  itched  and 
stung  because  the  place  was  full  of  some 
kind  of  vermin  from  the  filth.   I  simply  said 
to  myself,  "People  can't  live  this  way.   Not 
anymore." 

Kaleidoscope:  Well  it's  certainly  changed  a 
lot  since  then. 

Wilson:   And  while  I  had  a  young  alumnus 
say  just  last  week  that  the  worst  mistake  the 
College  has  ever  made  was  taking  over  the 
deeds  from  the  fraternities,  I  told  him  I  did- 
n't agree.    Because  there  is  a  clause  in  the 
deeds  that,  number  one,  we  will  invest,  to  a 
certain  standard,  in  renovations,  and  that 
any  one  of  the  fraternities  can  buy  back  that 
deed,  by  paying  for  face  cost  of  the  renova- 
tions, minus  inflationary  adjustment  and 
minus  interest.    So,  any  fraternity  can  have 
Its  house  back  for  exactly  what  it  cost  us  to 
repair  it  and  bring  it  to  its  present  state. 
Kaleidoscope:  You  do  understand  the  con- 
cern of  fraternity  men  regarding  autonomy. 
WUson:    Oh,  I  do  indeed.   I  do  indeed.   I 
think  that  this  is  an  area  where  the  needle 
tends  to  fluctuate  to  the  right  and  then  to 
the  left,  and  the  idea  is  to  hold  it  some- 
where close  to  the  middle.    I  think  that 
when  the  fraternities  are  living  up  to  the 
words  contained  in  their  charters,  and  when 
they're  engaged  in  outreach  activities,  such  as 
some  of  them  are,  they  become  beacons 
over  there. 

We  expect  them  to  have  fun.    I'm  not  anti- 
traternit)'  whatsoever.    But  we  could  not 
afford  to  put  the  College's  funds  into  prop- 
erty that  belonged  to  someone  else.  The 
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only  way  that  we  could  improve  those  hous- 
es was  to  actually  own  them,  at  least  for  the 
time  bein^.    So  with  the  insertion  of  the 
clause,  "You  can  have  it  back  for  what  it 
cost  to  fix  it,"  I  think  that  was  intended  as  a 
gesture  of  good  faith  to  the  fraternities. 
And  I  think  that  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
fraternities  in  that  regard  has  improved,  as  a 
result.    I  see  areas  where  it  still  can  be 
improved.    But  it's  not  where  it  was  in  1992. 
Kaleidoscope:  Well,  that  leads  into  my  next 
question,  which  regards  the  changes  that 
you've  seen  since  1992.   Now  obviously  the 
fraternit)'  system  has  undergone  changes  on 
all  different  levels,  but  just  from  a  general 
point  of  view,  what  have  you  seen  change  or 
grow  here,  since  you've  been  president? 
Wilson:   First  I  have  to  add  a  qualifier.    I 
think  I'll  only  be  able  to  answer  that  ques- 
tion in  proper,  comprehensive  detail,  when 
I've  had  a  chance  to  sit  quietly  on  my  porch 
at  the  farm  and  rock  for  a  couple  of  days. 
The  pace  for  me  here  is  so  fast,  that  I  don't 
have  the  time  to  reflect,  except  in  a  fragmen- 
tary way.  There  are  a  number  of  measurable 
areas  in  which  we've  gained  and  developed. 


Endowment  stands  at  $120  million,  as 
opposed  to  $38  million,  so  we're  in  a  far 
stronger  position  there.   I  think  we  have 
gradually  improved  the  curriculum;  we've 
reviewed  the  curriculum,  and  come  up  with 
some  minor  tweaking  and  fine  tunings  that  I 
think  have  made  it  better.    I  believe  that, 
especially  where  the  staff  is  concerned, 
morale  is  better  than  it  was.    1  think  that 
with  new  hires,  we  have  improved  what  was 
already  an  excellent  faculty.    Don't  know 
exactly  where  student  morale  is.    At  one 
point  during  this  eight  years,  student  morale 
was  rather  high.   My  sense  is,  and  this  is 
putting  my  finger  on  my  nose,  my  sense  is 
that  student  morale  has  declined  a  little  in 
recent  months.    I  think  it  has  something  to 
do  with  the  endeavors,  particularly  the  foot- 
ball, that  don't  get  out  of  hand,  and  wind 
up  with  the  kind  of  riot  we  had  a  couple  of 
years  ago,  and  then  had  again  at  Randolph- 
Macon  there,  the  year  later,  and  then  again 
just  this  last  year  during  the  basketball  sea- 
son, where  we  were  totally  guiltless.  We 
were  set  upon  by  R-MC  students.    But  there 
have  been  endeavors  to  try  to  control  alco- 


hol and  drug  abuse  here.   And  I  don't  think 
that  our  efforts,  even  now,  are  properly  cen- 
tered.   I  think  we're  going  to  have  to  sit 
down  and  have  some  more  discussion  with 
the  students,  with  the  Greek  communit)- 
and  so  on,  and  arrive  at  a  better  meeting  of 
the  minds  as  to  exactly  what  it  is  we're  after, 
and  how  do  we  find  that  balance  between 
good,  solid,  hilarious,  enjoyable  fun,  and 
hilarity,  on  the  one  hand,  and  abuse  of  the 
principles  of  common  decency  and  respect 
for  property  and  respect  for  each  other,  and 
so  on,  on  the  other  hand. 
Kaleidoscope:  When  you  say  that  the 
efforts  haven't  been  centered,  do  you  mean 
that  they've  leaned  too  far  towards  regula- 
tion? 

Wilson:   1  think  there  are  several  areas  in 
which  we've  got  to  make  some  adjustments. 
I  prefer  that  they're  in  the  direction  of  relax- 
ing the  controls  somewhat.    1  would  prefer, 
at  this  juncture,  since  they're  still  under  dis- 
cussion, not  to  be  precise  in  their  identifica- 
tion until  we've  had  a  chance  to  talk  our  way 
through  all  of  them.   1  would  be,  1  think, 
pre-empting  the  discussion  if  1  were  to 
announce  them  and  say  how  1  feel  about 
them.    1  would  be  getting  ahead  of  the  dis- 
cussion curve,  and  1  don't  want  to  do  that. 
Kaleidoscope:    But  you  feel  comfortable 
saying  that  in  the  high  levels  of  the  adminis- 
tration, relaxation  of  alcohol  policies  is 
being  seriously  discussed? 
Wilson:  Yes.  Absolutely.  We  want  every- 
body to  have  a  good  time.  We  really  do. 
And  we  know  that  it's  important  to  the 
College  that  people  have  a  good  time.  We've 
got  to  set  it  up  in  such  a  way  that  we  don't 
have  to  pay  too  high  a  cost  for  a  good  time. 
And  that  requires  fine-tuning.    It  requires  a 
certain  amount  of  trust  and  confidence  on 
both  sides.  We  can't  meet  in  hostilit)'  and 
work  that  one  out.  We've  all  got  to  be  after 
the  same  thing.  We  may  disagree  somewhat 
as  to  the  mechanics  of  how  to  get  there,  but 
then  we've  got  to  lay  those  differing  views 
side  by  side,  and  be  as  wise  as  we  know  how 
to  be  as  we  put  them  together.    I've  dis- 
cussed this  in  some  detail  with  my  succes- 
sor, and  1  think  that  it's  been  amazing  that 
he  and  I  see  lots  of  things  alike,  and  1  antic- 
ipate that  he,  rather  than  1 — going  out  the 
door — will  be  making  some  adjustments, 
making  some  changes.   Now,  again,  1  don't 
want  to  box  him  in  by  saying  that.   But  1 
know  how  his  mind  is  running.    1  think  he's 
a  very  fair,  balanced,  and  intelligent  individ- 


1  think  he  would  support  my  statement 
tiiat  we  want  people  to  have  a  good  time, 
consistent  with  not  trampling  on  the  rights 
of  others  or  making  a  spectacle  of  our- 
selves. 

Kaleidoscope:   Speakmg  of  Dr.  Bortz,  what 
do  you  foresee  as  his  greatest  challenge  as  he 
assumes  the  presidency? 
Wilson:    I  think  that  one  of  his  greatest 
challenges  is  going  to  be  to  increase  the 
number  of  applicants  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
To  raise  the  number  of  applicants  increase 
the  applicant  pool,  and  we  will  be  continu- 
ing at  the  same  time  to  maintain  the  quality 
levels  that  we  now  have.  You  see  us  speak- 
ing of  Wilson-Bortz;  I  think  it's  important 
to  recognize  that  an  institution  like 
Hampden-Sydney,  just  as  business  enterpris- 
es, as  well  as  major  military  units,  as  they  go 
through  different  seasons — one  and  the 
same  institution  can  present  differing  sets  of 
requirements  depending  on  at  what  point  in 
time  you  encounter  them.  When  I  came  in 


here,  there  was  one  set  of  problems  that  we 
had  to  deal  with.  They  primarily  had  to  do 
with  pulling  the  institution  together,  getting 
people  to  puU  together. .  .sort  of  getting  the 
train  moving.  We've  had  some  honest  suc- 
cess at  it.    President  Bortz  comes  in  at  a 
time  when  Hampden-Sydney  is  poised  to 
move  to  a  higher  level  of  excellence.   Some 
of  these  other  things  no  longer  drag  at  him. 
He's  got  more  money.   He's  got  a  wonderful 
team  to  work  with;  we've  sort  of  moved 
people  around  a  little  bit  until  we've  got  the 
team  prett)'  well  put  together  that  functions 
well.   He's  got  to  really  hit  the  admissions 
situation,  he's  got  to  go  after  raising  some 
hi^  money;  $120  million  sounds  like  a  lot, 
but  we  really  ought  to  be  sitting  at  about 
$300  million.   If  we  had  $300  million  in 
endowment,  we'd  be  able  to  do  so  many  of 
the  things  we  want  to  do  that  we  can't 
afford  to  do  now. 

Kaleidoscope:   A  lot  of  other  schools  our 
size  do  have  endowments  that  high. 


Wilson:  Yes.  Washington  and  Lee,  and 
Sewannee,  and  Davidson,  have  that  kind  of 
money.    So  they  can  do  things  we  can't. 
We're  as  good  as  they  are.    But  we  need  a 
little  more  in  the  way  of  resources.     He 
also  wants  to  develop  a  marketing  strategy 
for  the  place  which  would  be  more  complete 
and  up-to-date  than  the  one  we're  following 
now.   So,  he's  dealing  with  a  different  set  of 
opportunities  and  challenges.  They  were 
there  when  1  arrived,  but  they  were  not  the 
critical  ones.    Now  they're  coming  to  the 
top  of  the  heap.    1  would  predict  that  you'll 
see  him  focused  in  areas  where  I  have  not 
been  as  focused  in  terms  of  priority. 
Kaleidoscope:   So  you  see  yourself  as  laying 
the  foundation  that  Dr.  Bortz  can  build 
upon? 

Wilson:  I  think  that's  a  good  way  to  put  it. 
1  think  that  we  have  created  the  prerequisite 
conditions  for  him  to  put  Hampden-Sydney 
into  orbit. 

Kaleidoscope:  You're  someone  who  has 
always  harbored  a  deep  sense  of  love  for  and 
commitment  to  the  College.  That  must  give 
you  a  sense  of  fulfillment,  to  have  con- 
tributed something  like  that. 
Wilson:  Very  very  much  so.    I  love  the 
place.    And  I'll  still  be  around.  Teaching  a 
class  or  two,  attending  ball  games,  that  kind 
of  thing.    My  farm  is  twelve  miles  away,  fif- 
teen minutes.   I  hope  the  guys  will  come  out 
and  fish  with  me,  sit  on  the  porch  and  drink 
a  sarsparilla.    I  feel  good  about  that.   And  I 
also  feel  very,  very  good  about  my  successor. 
I  feel  we've  really  lucked  out,  so  to  speak,  in 
getting  an  individual  who  has  the  requisite 
skills,  abilities,  and  wisdom  to  do  the  kind 
of  job  that  Hampden-Sydney  deserves. 
Kaleidoscope:  What  do  you  think  the 
chances  are  that  Hampden-Sydney  will 
remain  an  all-male  institution  into  the 
future — the  fairly  distant  future? 
Wilson:    I  think  the  chances  are  fairly  good. 
I  don't  take  it  as  a  given.   I  think  that  if  we 
were  to  get  in  a  difficulty,  before  we  went 
over  the  cliff  we'd  have  to  consider  going 
co-ed,  but  I  also  believe  that  there  is  a  siz- 
able clientele  out  there  among  your  genera- 
tion who  prefer  this  educational  mode,  and 
as  long  as  we  do  it  well,  we  represent  one  of 
two  main  choices  for  them.  When  Wabash 
and  we  are  gone,  that  choice  is  gone.   So  I 
think  our  chances  are  reasonably  good,  that 
we  will  remain  the  way  we  are,  and  that's  not 
some  kind  of  social  statement.   It  simply 
represents,  in  a  country  as  rich  and  powerful 
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and  freedom-loving  as  we  say  we  are,  anoth- 
er option.    I  think  we  should  afford  as  many 
options  to  the  young  people  coming  along 
as  possible. 

Kaleidoscope:    1  asked  you  earlier  about 
changes  you've  seen  over  your  tenure.  What 
about  changes  that  you  think  will  come  in 
the  future,  as  you  leave  office?  What  do  you 
see  happening  around  here  after  you're  gone? 
Wilson:    I  believe,  in  all  honesty,  that  Dr. 
Bortz  is  a  better  administrator  than  I  am. 
I'm  very  much  a  people  person.   I  wander 
around  talkmg  to  people  so  much  that 
things  slide  a  bit.    I  thmk  he's  going  to  run 
a  tighter  ship.    A  model  of  administrative 
efficiency.    And  that'll  be  good  for  us.    So 
that's  one  change  that  I  anticipate.    I  think 
you  will  see  the  goals  of  the  master  plan 
being  realized  in  fairly  short  order.   A  new 
library,  a  new  temple  of  learning  here  on 
campus.    A  new  fine  arts  centers,  with 
Eggleston  library  turned  into  a  student 
activities  center,  and  probably  housing  the 
Center  for  Leadership  in  the  Public  Interest 
within  Its  confines.    I  see  a  big  veranda  there 
by  Eggleston  kind  of  overlooking  the  vale 
below  towards  the  mess  hall.    Guys  can  sit 
there  and  drink  coffee  and  read  newspapers 
in  rocking  chairs.   I  see  things  becoming 
nicer,  more  attractive,  more  comfortable, 
more  appealing.   I  think  a  lot  of  that  will 
happen. 

Kaleidoscope   Something  a  little  closer  to 
home:  have  there  been  any  new  develop- 
ments with  the  Trans  Dominion  Railroad? 
The  money  was  allotted  in  the  General 
Assembly. . . 

Wilson:  There  are  three  main  points  to  be 
made.    One,  we  needed  monies  necessary  for 


capital  investment  on  the  railroad  itself    It 
turned  out  to  be  9.66  million  dollars. 
That's  for  switching  equipment  and  sidings 
so  that  passenger  trains  going  both  ways  can 
co-exist  with  freight  trains  on  the  same 
track.    Secondly,  there's  a  question  of  the 
rent  to  be  paid  the  Norfolk-Southern.    If, 
for  example,  we  were  able  to  work  out 
something  with  Amtrak,  Amtrak  already  has 
an  arrangement  with  Norfolk-Southern,  and 
presumably  a  new  arrangement  would  be 
less  than  a  stranger  coming  in  would. 
Thirdly,  there  is  the  rather  murky  question 
of  liability.    In  the  event  of  a  bad  accident 
of  some  kind,  in  this  increasingly  litigious 
society,  some  provision  has  to  be  made  to 
protect  Norfolk-Southern  railroad  from  liti- 
gation. That's  probably  the  most  difficult 
point  of  them  all.   It's  one  that  we  really 
have  to  take  a  hard  look  at. 
Kaleidoscope:    But  the  prognosis  for  its 
completion,  m  your  opinion,  is. . . 
Wilson:    It's  inevitable.   It's  inevitable.  The 
highways  in  this  country  are  too  clogged. 
We've  got  to  shift  back  to  rail. 


Kaleidoscope:  You've  already  spoken  a  lot 
about  your  plans  for  retirement,  but  could 
you  recap  a  little  for  us?  You're  going  to  be 
on  campus  some. 

Wilson:  I've  got  an  obligation  to  write  a 
couple  of  books,  fiddling  around  with  a 
screenplay. . . 

Kaleidoscope:   An  autobiography? 
Wilson:  Well,  one  of  them  will  be  autobio- 
graphic, and  the  other  one  will  be  a  fiction- 
alized version  of  the  autobiography  where  1 
can  tell  the  truth,  but  not  have  to  use  true 
names.  The  true  version  will  be  the  fiction- 
alized account.   I'U  teach  a  couple  of  classes, 
be  available  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  my 
successor,  travel  some  in  fundraising  activi- 
ties and  to  recruit  students,  that  kind  of 
thing,   m  hopefully  have  a  lot  of  time  out 
at  the  farm.   I'm  well  equipped  with  my 
computers  out  there  to  talk  to  these  com- 
puters in  here,  so  I  can  do  a  lot  of  work  out 
there,  sitting  there  in  my  shorts  and  bare- 
foot, patting  my  bird  dog  on  the  head. 
Much  more  comfortable  than  sitting  in  here. 
Kaleidoscope:   I  don't  have  anything  else;  is 
there  something  you'd  like  to  say  in  parting? 
Wilson:    I'U  say  this:  I'm  going  to  miss  the 
guys.  What  has  kept  me  alive  here  has  been 
the  guys.   I  really  think  a  lot  of  them,  and  I 
think  they  know  it.   I  enjoy  going  down  to 
the  mess  hall,  sitting,  and  talking  to  them;  I 
enjoy  having  them  in  my  Sunday  school 
class;  I  enjoy  having  them  in  my  regular 
classes;  I  enjoy  guys  coming  in  and  visiting. 
They  come  in  here  all  the  time.  When  I 
was  living  in  Middlecourt,  they  were  all  over 
MidcUecourt.   I've  enjoyed  it.  That,  to  me, 
was  what  Hampden-Sydney  was  all  about. 
They  kept  me  young.   1  don't  know  if  I'm 
going  to  age  more  rapidly  when  I  go  out  to 
the  farm  now  and  not  have  any  stress,  or 
whether  I  wlU  miss  the  guys  and  wish  I  had 
them  to  keep  me  on  my  toes. 
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Congratulations!!!

Editor's  Notes 


This  year  was  a  year  of  change  tor  the  worst  at 
Hampden-Sydney.   In  this  annual  I  tried  to  display 
the  best  moments  in  student  life  this  year.   I  hope 
the  editors  and  I  did  a  good  job. 
I  love  this  coUege,  and  I  care  about  its  condition, 
even  when  I  have  passed  the  Front  Gates  on  College 
Road.   I  may  not  have  a  million  doUars  to  give  to 
the  Development  and  have  my  ass  kissed  by  every 
administrator,  but  I  know  this  one  thing-if  the  stu- 
dent body  isn't  made  more  comfortable  —we  will  be 
"co-ed"  very  soon. 

I  say,  "coeducation",  because  our  men  would  rather 
be  somewhere  else:  UVa,  JMU,  UNC,  Charleston, 
etc.    Men  leave  to  get  away  from  the  College's  negli- 
gent treatment  of  its  own  students.   Most  men 
would  not  have  come  here  if  they  just  got  the  "real 
story"  from  Admissions  as  high  school  seniors. 
Men  here  want  "old  things"  and  ,  not  to  go  back  to

I  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  because  I  was  told  it 
was  fun  place  to  be,  a  place  where  students  were  lis- 
tened to  when  there  was  a  problem  because  we  are  so 
small,  and  a  place  where  you  would  make  life-long 
friends.  This  is  true.   It  came  from  an  alumnus,  not 
Admissions.  We  are  a  private  all-male  school  in  the 
middle  of  Nowhere,  Virginia.  We  should  be  "where 
it  IS  happening"  in  rural  Virginia,  as  General  Sam 
told  my  class  at  Opening  Convocation  3  years  ago. 
The  College  has  messed  up,  for  lack  of  other  words, 
but  It  IS  time  to  retocus  on  the  happiness  of  its  stu- 
dents, not  new  lakes  or  national  trends.    Let  us  start 
a  Hampden-Sydney  trend  to  be  an  all-male  college 
that  isn't  a  "state  college"  or  like  everyone  else.   It  is 
also  time  for  the  stewards  of  the  College  to  do  more 
than  listen,  but  to  act. 
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
